Thus, if you mail off orders, 
get second thoughts, and write special delivery, phone, or 
telegram me new orders before your initial ones arrive, 
the new orders are the legal ones. Otherwise the first 
stand. FIRST ORDERS IN MY HAND ARE THE ONLY ONES ACCEPTED. 
Phone calls & telegrams are always acceptable. I accept no 
responsibility for my hearing, your handwriting, or your 
diction, 

ANY mistake on the part of the gamesmaster must be 
appealed within 7 days of the BARAD-DUR or the mistake, 
if at all possible, stands. This happened in B, where I 
slipped and changed a German army to a fleet. Since it took 
everyone 3 moves to protest, the unit is a fleet. See also 
B notes this time for a ruling on clear orders!

French Fleet Spain (sc) is dislodged. Huff was contacted 
-and in his summer move moved FLEET SPAIN (SC) TO PORTUGAL, sav- 
ing us two weeks. I must "say that you people come up with the 
damndest situations. In two places I had extremely difficult 
rulings. I will now justify -them, though it take loads of space. . 
In the matter of the failure of ,ihe turkish convoy, you must 
remember that Diplomacy is supposed to be like actual battle. 
Ah incorrectly delivered order makes a unit confused and it stands 
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Thus, although F Aegean was ordered to convoy A Smyrna, 
army Smyrna was NOT ordered to undertake the journey, this 
job ii»ing assigned to F Smyrna, which doesn l t exist. Hence, 
the convoy fails. This should be a lesson to writing exact- 
ing orders and double-cljecking them. 

In the French mess a great deal of support problems arose. 
The question "who gets what and where? 0 is evident. The 
uncontested acquisition by Italy of Spain presented an 
even bigger problem elsewhere. Again,, in order to resolve 
the difficulties, we must think of a battlefield situation. 
The French attempt to move the fleet to Marsei lies.. .fails - 
because of the unit in Marseilles plus the fact that Gas- 
cony, under attack, could not support. Bouncing back to 
Spain, the fleet discovered overwhelming odds, and retreat- 
ed further. However, the fleet's attack on Spain did cut 
Marseilles' support of the German unit attempting to get' 
into Gascony; the fight for Gascony became 1-1, and A Bur- 
gundy remained where it was. Now the situation is ticklish. 
France pushed A Paris, with support, into Burgundy. How- 
ever, also attempting . to come in was the German A Belgium, 
a relief unit, with 2 additional units in support. Hence, 
whi le .A Burgundy wqs fighting in Gascony, a 3 power Ger- 
man force fought a 2-power French force in Burgundy, and 
the Germans obviously win that one. However, the Germans 
then had to pull back themselves to allow Burgundy to re- 
turn, since the rules state that nO (p.layer may dislodge his 
own unit by his own force of arms. Thss, the: status quo was 
maintained there* it was exceptionally good p^lay on F repeals, 
part which kept that situation static. 

In the north, Norway. was supported by St. Pete, thus bounc- 
ing back the British invaders. In Sweden, then,' the Russian 
support of German intervention failed, the British fleet & 
German fleet thus ...standing each other off. 

In the Ionian, had the Turkish order been correctly written 
the convoy would have worked, since Ionian was attacked but 
not dislodged. UIHEW! Glad that's over.
